Dear Dr. Steele: 

The results for the seven samples for the Fifteenth Interlab Comparison Study are listed below. 
The samples were analyzed for tar and nicotine via FTC methodology over ten runs, two runs 
smoked on each of five days (July 31 through August 4). The samples were analyzed for carbon 
monoxide on a five-port smoking machine attached to a FTIR (one CO value per run). As I 
relayed to you in our telephone conversation today, IM#15.was inadvertently substituted for 
IM#14 for Sample C7.

The raw data are attached. The tables display all obtained data. The results were calculated 
deleting those smoking ports identified as an outlier per the Median Absolute Deviation (MAD) 
outlier test. The MAD outlier test is only performed on the tar, nicotine, and puff count data. If 
the data for tar and/or nicotine are identified as an outlier, all data associated with the specific 
smoking port are deleted. If a puff count is identified as an outlier, only that puff count is deleted.
